Priority

considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Japanese Patent Abstract 04-016597 and Japanese Patent Abstract 2002-284599. 

JP '597 teaches a sublimation re-crystallization method of producing SiC single 
crystals comprising a substrate (off-angle substrate) as a seed crystal made of a 
hexagonal SiC single crystal and having a principal growth surface whose orientation 
has been inclined from [0001] direction. 

The difference being that JP '597 does not teach a SiC single crystal being cut, 
polished, washed, subjected to sacrificial oxidation, and surface-treated by HF washing. 

JP'599 teaches a sublimation method for growing a SiC single crystal comprising 
an inert atmosphere under the condition that pressure is in the range of 100 - 300 Torr, 
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a raw material heated to 2,200-2,300 *C, which is 30 to 100*C lower than the raw 
material with a growing speed adjusted to < 70 um/h. In the absence of unobvious 
results, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to determine 
through routine experimentation the optimum, operable process parameters limitations 
(i.e. crystal growth rate) in order to ensure proper orientation. 

A reference is good not only for what it teaches by direct anticipation but also for 
what one of ordinary skill might reasonably infer from the teachings. In re Opprect 12 
USPQ 2d 1235, 1236 (CAFC 1989); In re Bode 193 USPQ 12; In re Lamberti 192 
USPQ 278; In re Bozek 163 USPQ 545, 549 (CCPA 1969); In re Van Mater 144 USPQ 
421; In re Jacoby 135 USPQ 317; In re LeGrice 133 USPQ 365; In re Preda 159 USPQ 
342 (CCPA 1968).
